One time Sir Goſſelin, with his Brother, 
and a Gang of about 150 Highwaymen with 
him, meering with one Bernard Sympſon, a Do- 
minican Monk, in «a Wood betwixt arlgw 
in Buckinghamſhire and Henly upon Thames, 
they robb'd him, without any eſpe to his 
holy Function, of ſome ſmall Matter of Gold, 
and tiſen for Paſtime forcing him to climb a 
Tree, they commanded him on Pain of Death to 
preach a Sermon to them, which he did extem-, 
pore, to the great Approbation of SirGoſſe/in and: 
his Brother (who were Men ofgreat Parts and 
excellent Qualifications, had they not been this 
Way moſt wickedly bent) that they returned 
the Monk his Money again, with ſome Addition. 
of their own to it, and let him go quietly about 
bis Buſineſs; and as ſoon as he was arrived at 
Oxford, he there committed to Writing the a- 
foreſaid Sermon, as well as his Memory, which 
was very ſtrong, would permit him; and 'tis 
there repoſited to this Day in the Bodliian Li- 
brary, as a Piece containing ſound Divinity, and 
2 great deal of Wit without Raillery.

Text. Luk. Chap. X. ver. 30. 

4 certain Man went down from Jeruſalem to 
Jericho, and fell among Thieves, which ſtrippid 
bim of bis Hayment, and wounded him, 4nd 
departed, leaving bim half dead. 


Heſe are the Words of our bleſſed Savi- 
our, delivered to a Lawyer in a Parable, 


when he came tg tempt him, by propofing this 
Nele, — ſhall I are Sheri 
eternal Life? Luke x. 30. In the Context 


both preceeding and following the aforeſaid 
Words on which I ground the Subject of my 
Difcourſe, the Lawyer is ſhew'd, that the 
Way to attain eternal Life, was to take every 
one for his Neighbour that needed his Mercy; 
and then the Love of a Neighbour was next 
deſcribed to him in the good Sumiriran, who, 
when a Prieſt and a Levite had paſs'd by th; 
poor Man. that was fell among 1 with- 
out having any Pity or Compaftion on him, 
went and bound up his Wounds, ſet him on 
his own Beaſt, brought him to an Inn, and 
ordering the Hoſt to take Care of him, .

Having explained the Meaning of my Text, 
I ſhall now proceed to a farther opening uf

I. The Danger of taking a Journey. 
II. From whom the Damage may be re- 
ceived. 
Ill. What the Danger is, which is two- 
fold; either Loſs of Goods, or Loſs of 
Life, and ſometimes Loſs of both. 
Firſt, the Danger of taking a Journey. 
This is when a Man leaves a City to go into 
be Country, in the former of which are too 
many People to protect him from the Violence 
pf ill deſigning Men; but on the Road, nay, 
tever ſo lietle Way out of Town, the honeſt 
kerſon, thro the Paucity of Travellers, or 
Ublcurity of the Place, is expoſed to the In- 
ults of ſuch profligate Wretches, with whom 
ve ſhould not accord in their unlawful Practi- 
es; and to this Doctrine the Royal Pſalmiſt 
ludes, When tho ſaweſt 4 Thief, ben thou 
01 ſentedeſt with him. Pal. I. 18. Again, 
lay, if a Man goes but a few Miles from 
ome, he is not ſure of returning without be- 
ng robb'd ; for it was but to Jericho that this 
Man ſpoken of in the evangelical Parable went, 
hich is but fix Miles South-Eaſtward from 
Jeru alem; and that too which added to the 
avourable — of the Thieves rob- 
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bing him, was a Deſart or Wilderneſs lying be- 
twixt theſe two Places, which by the Inhabi- 
tants of the Holy-Land is called Quarentena, 
wherein great Thieving, and many Robbe- 
ries are committed to this Day. 

Secondly, From whom the Danger may be 
received. From Men, who out of Covetouſ- 
neſs, Idleneſs, or wilful involving themfel ves 
in Ruine by Drunkenneſs, Gaming, or Who- 
ring; from ſuch Men wr theſe (1 145 y) rufning 
Thieves, honeſt People are too 2 damni- 
fied and undone. Thus Judas hypocritically 
feign'd gpd pretended” Charity and Care for 
the Poor; yet was he not really à charitable 
Man, or a Lover of the Poor, but a Thief, 
and à moſt covetous Wretch. Thus much 
one of the *Evangeliſts witneſſes.

which is another Man's; Rapine,. which is a 
violent open taking away, or keeping of that 
which is another Man's ; and Sacrilege, which 
is a Stealing of ſacred Things, or out of ſa. 
cred Places. The firſt and laſt of theſe Sorts of 
Theft are generally committed in the Night, 
as being the moſt proper time for acting fach 
Works of Darkneſs.
